6) OLD BUSINESS:

A. An agreement with Rachael Robinson-Keilig for an evaluation of the gender-
specific training for the “Try Another Way” curriculum.  Term of the agreement
is October 1, 2003 through June 30, 2004.  The County will pay $2,500 for the
evaluation services.  (C-03-0597)

7) NEW BUSINESS:

A. An application for a Special Designated License from La Societe Des 40
Hommes (Legionnaire Club) to hold a Christmas dinner at Country Pines,
located at 6305 West Adams Street, on Sunday, December 14, 2003 from 4
p.m. to 9 p.m..

B. Interlocal agreements for the safekeeping, care and sustenance of juveniles
while at the Lancaster County Juvenile Detention Center.  Lancaster County will
be reimbursed $213 per youth, per day from the contracting county.  The
agreement is effective upon execution and has a 30 day termination provision. 
Contracting counties are Butler (C-03-0637), Dawson (C-03-0638) and Saline
(C-03-0639).  

C. A utility relocation agreement with Lancaster Rural Water District No. 1 of
Bennet, Nebraska for adjustment of the District’s facilities relating to Project
STPE-3265(6) on South 68th Street from Roca Road to Saltillo Road.  The
County will pay up to $21,720 for the services.  (C-03-0643)

D. An amendment to an agreement with Demars, Gordon, Olson and Zalewski Law
Offices under County Contract Number C-03-0368 which provides for legal
representation to indigent parties and juveniles in the Separate Juvenile Court
of Lancaster County.  The parties inadvertently left out a provision which
provides additional compensation for those instances where the contractor
agrees to accept additional abuse and neglect cases.  As a result, the parties
wish to amend the compensation to provide for an additional $1,000 for each
case over the maximum limit.  (C-03-0640)

E. Acceptance of a grant award from the Nebraska Emergency Management
Agency (NEMA) by the Lincoln-Lancaster County Emergency Management
Agency to provide funding for the State Domestic Preparedness Equipment
Grant Program.  The total amount of the grant award is $1,224,782.78.  The
grant period is May 1, 2003 to April 30, 2005.
